These  works  of  art  are  well  known  to  Mr.  Morgan's  many  friends 
who  have  visited  his  late  residence  in  this  city,  or  while  he  was  a 
Senator  at  Washington.  They  have  also  been  largely  seen  by  the 
general  public,  for  Mr.  Morgan  was  a  liberal  contributor  to  Club 
exhibitions,  Charitable  purposes,  etc.,  throughout  the  country,  most 
notably  to  the  famous  Loan  Collection  of  1876,  gathered  in  the 
tional  Academy  of  Design  "  and  the  "  Metropolitan  Museum  of 
Art  "  (then  in  Fourteenth  Street),  when  he  lent  the  bulk  of  his  col- 
lection, and  which  resulted  in  a  net  profit  of  nearly  $40,000,  a  sum 
which  fully  paid  oft*  the  debts  of  these  institutions. 

Mr.  Morgan  made  most  valuable  additions  to  his  collection  during 
his  visit  to  Europe  in  i873-'74.  When  he  purchased  from,  or  gave 
orders  to,  some  of  the  most  noted  artists  of  France,  Germany  and 
Italy.  The  marble  statues  then  secured  are  especially  good  ;  five  of 
these  (see  Xos.  126,  127,  12S,  129,  130,  in  this  Catalogue),  have  been 
for  some  time,  and  are  now  on  exhibition  at  the  "  Metropolitan 
Museum/'  in  Central  Park,  where  they  have  been  admired  by  a  large 
number  of  persons  from  all  parts  of  the  country. 

This  valuable  collection  of  important  works  of  art  has  been  put  in 
the  care  of  Mr.  Samuel  P.  Avery  of  Xo.  86  Fifth  Avenue,  to  be  sold
